Begom ] It is recommended that the PCI bring the ettached Ex-
bibite to thw att&at,oa of Genergl Irwln, and that he suggest g & possible
remedy a firaly worded writiten instruction from Generazl Irwin to all officers
of the Imtelligence Group. Experience hag shown thet orzl imstructions or
statemcnts of policy are frultless in a case of thie sort, for they lesve sube
ordinates free to interpret and emend them in the light of their own ingrained
convictiong. To chart a course of lmproved coordination with the Intelligence
Group we need s fixed polnt of deperture, and that can be supplled only by a
firs instruction clearly written ioto the record.
